Commission  Completes  Three  Public  Hearings. ..The  Districting  and 
Apportionment  Commission  has  completed  public  hearings  for  three  regions. 
The  Commission  has  adopted  Plan  lOOA  for  the  Northwest  Region  of 
Lincoln,  Lake,  Flathead,  and  Sanders  counties  and  Plan  100  (amended)  for 
the  Western  Region  of  Missoula,  Ravalli,  and  Mineral  counties.  The  public 
hearing  was  held  on  May  15  for  the  Southwest  Region  which  includes 
Powell,  Granite,  Deer  Lodge,  Silver  Bow,  Beaverhead,  and  Madison 
counties;    the   decision    for   that    area    will    be   made    in    June. 


Remaining  Public  Hearings  Scheduled. ..The  tentative  public  hearing 
schedule  for  the  Commission  is  included  for  your  information;  all  public 
hearings  will  be  held  at  7:00  p.m.  and  the  locations  will  be  announced.

SUBCOMMITTEE   ON   SCHOOL   FUNDING 

Subcommittee  to  Meet  in  June.. .The  Subcommittee  on  School  Funding 
will  meet  Saturday  June  13,  1992,  in  Room  104,  State  Capitol,  Helena. 
The  major  topic  of  discussion  in  the  morning  will  be  a  review  of  draft 
legislation  on  the  equalization  of  school  facility  funding  using  a  guaranteed 
tax  base  approach.  The  Subcommittee  will  also  examine  past  legislative 
analyses  of  the  current  structure  of  the  foundation  program  schedules. 
The  afternoon  agenda  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  an  extended  school 
year   as    required    by    House   Joint   Resolution    No.    47. 
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SUBCOMMITTEE   ON    CHILDREN   AND    FAMILIES 

Subcommittee  Hosts  Special  Workshop.. The  Subcommittee  on  Children 
and  Families  hosted  a  special  event  on  Thursday  May  7,  1992,  entitled 
"Acting  Collaboratively  to  Improve  Services  to  Children  and  Families  in 
Montana".  The  National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures  funded  Dr. 
Charles  Bruner  who  spoke  on  more  efficient  and  helpful  ways  for  states 
to  deliver  services  to  at-risk  children  and  families.  Over  100  participants 
with  diverse  connections  to  Montana's  human  service  delivery  system 
engaged  in  small  group  discussions  to  begin  cultivating  consensus  on  a 
legislative  package  that  will  promote  better  partnerships  among  the  various 
agencies  and  providers.  The  discussions  of  the  day  also  focused  on  the 
possibility  of  pooling  resources  to  capture  more  funding  for  children  and 
family   services. 

Dr.  Bruner's  presentations  and  the  results  of  group  decisionmaking 
were  compiled  in  detail  and  may  be  requested  from  the  Council.  The 
Subcommittee  encouraged  participants  and  members  to  sponsor  similar 
events  in  their  own  communities  to  discuss  the  benefits  of  sharing 
resources    and    funding. 

Subcommittee  to  Hear  Speaker  from  Hawaii.. .The  Subcommittee's  next 
meeting  will  be  Friday  June  19,  1992,  in  Room  104,  State  Capitol, 
Helena,  when  a  guest  speaker  from  the  Hawaii  Healthy  Start  Program  will 
explain  the  successes  of  that  program  in  reducing  child  abuse  and  other 
family   problems   in    Hawaii. 

Subcommittee  to  Develop  Legislative  Proposals. ..The  remainder  of  the 
June  19  meeting  will  be  a  Subcommittee  work  session  to  begin 
developing  legislative  recommendations  for  improving  services  to  children 
and  families  in  Montana  through  collaborative  sharing  of  resources  across 
the  delivery  network,  with  special  emphasis  on  early  intervention,  family 
preservation,    and   other   prevention    programs   for   at-risk   families. 


ADMINISTRATIVE   CODE   COMMITTEE 

To  Meet  on  August  17. ..The  Administrative  Code  Committee  will  meet 
on  Monday,  August  17,  1992,  at  1:30  p.m.,  in  Room  104  of  the  State 
Capitol  Building.  The  Committee  will  hear  testimony  for  and  against,  and 
consider  possible  action  concerning.  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife,  &  Parks' 
game  farm  rules  proposed  in  Issue  5  and  adopted  in  Issue  9  of  the 
1992  Montana  Administrative  Register  (MAR).  The  Committee  will  also, 
at  the  request  of  the  Chairman,  hear  a  presentation  from  Kathy  Lubke, 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  that  office's  duties  regarding  the 
MAR   and   the   Administrative   Rules   of   Montana    (ARM).      It   is   possible  the 
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Committee   will    hear   other   matters    if   they   arise    in   time   to   give   adequate 
public    notice   of   their    placement    on   the    agenda    of   the    meeting. 


COMMITTEE   ON    INDIAN   AFFAIRS 

Committee  Meets  in  Mav...The  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  held  its 
fourth  meeting  on  Monday,  May  1 1 .  The  main  purpose  of  the  meeting 
was    to    discuss    proposed    legislation    for   the    1993    session. 

Committee  Hears  Report  from  DOR... The  Committee  heard  a  report 
from  Denis  Adams,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  (DOR),  on  the 
progress  of  negotiations  with  Indian  tribes  on  various  types  of  taxation. 
Mr.  Adams  reported  that  agreements  had  been  concluded  with  the  Fort 
Peck  Tribes  on  the  gasoline  tax,  alcoholic  beverages  tax,  and  the 
cigarette    tax. 

A  second  round  of  talks  with  the  Rocky  Boy's  and  Fort  Belknap 
tribes  is  scheduled  for  May  28.  The  Blackfeet  Tribe  has  also  indicated 
an  interest  in  negotiating  with  the  State,  not  only  on  cigarette,  gasoline, 
and  alcoholic  beverages  taxes  but  also  on  an  accommodations  tax.  The 
Blackfeet  Tribe  wants  its  revenue  department  to  collect  the  taxes  for  both 
the  Tribe  and  the  State.  DOR's  position  is  that  it  does  not  have  the 
authority  to  allow  tribal  governments  to  collect  state  taxes.  Further 
negotiations    with   the   Blackfeet    are   necessary. 

Committee  Concludes  Cigarette  Tax  Study. ..The  Committee  concluded 
its  cigarette  tax  study  by  directing  the  staff  attorney  to  work  with  the 
DOR  on  legislation  that  would  facilitate  all  state-tribal  tax  negotiations  and 
relieve  DOR  of  the  necessity  of  seeking  legislative  approval  of  every 
agreement.  The  legislation  will  be  modeled  on  Senate  Bill  No.  47  that 
was    considered    but    not   adopted    by   the    1987    Legislature. 

Committee  Supports  DFS  Proposal. ..Frank  Kromkowski,  representing 
Indian  Child  Welfare  Specialist  Bea  Lunda,  asked  for  the  Committee's 
support  of  a  budget  modification  being  proposed  by  the  Department  of 
Family  Services  (DFS).  DFS  wants  to  establish  an  Indian  Children 
Services  Bureau  to  manage  the  foster  care  contracts  for  on-reservation 
Indian  children  that  DFS  now  has  with  four  of  the  State's  reservations. 
The  Committee  voted  to  send  a  letter  to  Governor  Stephens  urging  his 
support  of  this  budget  modification  and  including  it  in  the  executive 
budget. 

Mr.  Kromkowski  also  reported  that  Ms.  Lunda  is  interested  in 
pursuing  the  adoption  of  a  Montana  Indian  Child  Welfare  Act  that  parallels 
the  federal  legislation.  The  purpose  of  a  state  act  would  be  to  focus 
on   the    needs    of    Indian    children    in    Montana.       DFS    will    take    the    lead    in 
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developing     the     legislation;     Committee     staff     will     provide     assistance     as 
requested. 

Committee  Hears  Education  Report... Ellen  Swaney,  Director  of  Minority 
Indian  Achievement  for  the  Montana  University  System,  provided  the 
Committee  with  an  update  of  her  activities.  She  reported  that  there  are 
about  3,000  Indian  students  enrolled  in  higher  education  in  Montana,  with 
2,000  of  those  attending  tribal  colleges.  Also,  the  number  of  non-Indian 
students  enrolled  at  tribal  colleges  is  growing.  The  tribal  colleges  may 
request   some   state   funding   for  these   students    from  the    1993   Legislature. 

The  Tracks  Project  Task  Force  will  meet  next  week  to  discuss 
recommendations  from  tribal  education  departments.  The  task  force  is 
working  to  develop  closer  ties  between  the  tribal  education  departments 
and   public   schools. 

Committee  Hears  Report  on  Prison  Visitation.. .The  Committee  heard 
a  report  from  Senator  Waterman  about  a  recent  visit  to  the  Montana 
State  Prison  with  the  Tribal  Chairman's  Association.  The  major  Issues  of 
concern  at  the  prison  are  a  lack  of  Indian  employees,  the  need  for  an 
Indian  spiritual  counselor,  and  the  lack  of  training  for  guards  in  Indian 
cultural  values.  Lori  McGowen,  Office  of  Indian  Affairs,  reported  that  the 
Governor's  Office  is  working  on  a  proposal  to  contract  for  an  Indian 
spiritual  counselor  for  the  prison.  Some  funding  may  be  available  from 
the    Bureau    of   Indian    Affairs. 

Committee  Discusses  Sentencing  Disparity  Study... Committee  staff 
presented  a  study  prepared  by  Gary  Leonardson,  Ph.D.  for  the  Montana 
Board  of  Crime  Control  (MBCC)  entitled  Report  on  Data  Analysis  of 
Prison,  Parole,  and  Probation  Information.  The  report  contains  data  that 
could  be  used  by  the  Committee  in  its  sentencing  disparity  study.  After 
much  discussion  centering  on  the  advisability  of  collecting  more  data,  the 
Committee  decided  to  focus  its  efforts  on  developing  programs  in  the 
area  of  Indian  culture  and  sensitivity  training  for  all  criminal  justice  system 
personnel,  especially  at  the  prisons.  The  Committee  requested  that  staff 
begin  compiling  a  list  of  available  resources  for  Indian  sensitivity  and 
cultural  training  programs.  The  Committee  also  requested  that  the  data 
contained  in  the  MBCC  report  be  broken  down  by  county  and  by  district 
judge   to    see    if    any    patterns    of    disparity    exist    at    those    levels. 

Committee  To  Meet  On  Reservation. ..The  Committee  will  hold  its  final 
meeting  on  August  27  and  28.  Staff  was  directed  to  pursue  the 
possibility   of   holding   the   meeting    on    an    Indian    reservation.

Subcommittee  to  Meet  in  Julv...The  Subcommittee  on  State-Owned 
Aircraft  will  hold  its  second  meeting  on  Tuesday,  July  21  in  Room  104 
of  the  State  Capitol.  The  July  edition  of  The  Interim  will  provide  further 
information   on   the    meeting.

Council   to    Discuss    Budget    Issues    on    June    13. ..The    next  meeting    of 

the    Legislative    Council    has    been    set    for    Saturday,    June    13  at    9:00    in 

Room    108  of  the   Capitol.      The   Council   will   begin   the   budget  process   for 

the    next    biennium    by    giving    preliminary    consideration    to    a  number    of 
budget   related    issues    including: 

•  Whether  to  continue  non-participation  in  the  Council  of  State 
Governments:  Through  budget  action  in  the  last  session, 
Montana  chose  not  to  participate  in  CSG  activities.  Participation 
is  a  statutory  responsibility  of  the  Legislative  Council.  Whether 
to  propose  continued  participation,  propose  a  bill  to  remove 
statutory  responsibility  for  participation,  or  to  take  some  other 
direction  is  the  issue.  The  President,  Executive  Director,  and 
Director  of  the  CSG  Western  Office  will  be  in  Helena  to  discuss 
the   CSG   programs   with  the  Council   in   connection   with  this   issue. 

•  Whether  to  propose  bills  amending  statutes  governing  the  Capitol 
Building  and  Planning  Committee,  the  Job  Training  Partnership 
Review  Committee,  and  the  Coal  Tax  Oversight  Subcommittee; 
and 

•  Whether  the  current  budget  goals  are  being  adequately  met, 
appropriately  state  the  mission  of  the  agency,  and  to  what 
degree   they    should    be   amended. 

Budget  policy  for  other  interstate  activities  funded  through  the  Council 
budget  for  the  first  time  this  biennium  will  also  be  considered.  These 
include  the  Pacific  Northwest  Economic  Region  and  the  National 
Conference   of   Commissioners   on    Uniform    State    Laws. 

Council  Will  Discuss  Other  Issues. ..Other  Council  business  includes 
adoption  of  formal  job  descriptions  for  Council  directors,  potential  for  use 
of  the  legislative  telephone  budget  for  limited  long  distance  reimbursement 
for   legislator   telephone    use,    and    other    administrative    business.

LEGISLATIVE   FINANCE   COMMITTEE 

Staff  Prepares  Budget  Updates... The  Legislative  Fiscal  Analyst's  staff 
prepared  several  updates  on  the  general  fund  budget  situation  for  the 
Legislative  Finance  Committee  in  May.  The  following  is  a  summary  of 
the   update   prepared   on   May    22. 

Fund  Balance... Based  on  the  recent  downturn  in  revenues,  the  Office 
of  Budget  and  Program  Planning  (OBPP)  Is  currently  projecting  a  fund 
balance  deficit  of  $11.2  million  in  fiscal  1992  and  $66.2  million  in  fiscal 
1993  in  the  general  fund.  [A  fund  balance  includes  all  assets  (such  as 
cash  and  accounts  receivable)  minus  liabilities  (such  as  accrued 
expenditures    and    accounts    payable).] 

Since  the  special  session  adjourned  in  January,  general  fund  revenue 
estimates  have  declined  $27.9  million,  while  anticipated  spending  has 
increased    $50.0  million.     The  projected   increase  in  expenditures   is  due  to: 

1)  supplementals:  In  addition  to  the  $20.5  million  of  general  fund 
supplementals  that  were  approved  during  the  January  1992  special 
session,  OBPP  is  projecting  that  $20.9  million  of  supplementals  will 
need  to  be  approved  by  the  1993  Legislature.  These  projected 
supplementals  include  $11.0  million  for  SRS  programs,  $5.5  for  fire 
suppression  costs,  $2.6  million  for  foster  care,  and  $1.8  million  for 
other   state    agencies. 

2)  SEA  revenue  shortfall:  Due  to  the  recent  revenue  downturn, 
OBPP  is  projecting  that  school  equalization  account  (SEA)  revenues 
will  decline  during  the  1993  biennium,  requiring  a  $22.0  million 
transfer  from  the  general  fund  to  the  SEA,  in  addition  to  the  $24.1 
million   transfer    approved    during   the   January    1992   special    session. 
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3)  K-12  enrollment  growth:  The  Office  of  Public  Instruction  (OPI)  is 
projecting  that  foundation  program  costs  will  increase  by  $6.1  million 
in    fiscal    1993,    due   to    enrollment    increases. 

The  projected  decrease  in  revenues  is  due  to  the  fiscal  1992  shortfall 
in  personal  income  taxes,  oil-related  revenues,  and  interest  earnings. 
OBPP   is   projecting   that   a   similar   shortfall    will  occur   again    in   fiscal    1993. 

OBPP  and  the  Department  of  Administration  (DofA)  are  researching  the 
possibility  of  accruing  revenues  that  are  associated  with  fiscal  1992 
activity  but  will  not  be  received  until  July  and  August.  This  would  result 
in  a  positive  fund  balance  in  fiscal  1992  but  not  in  fiscal  1993,  since 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  accruable  revenues  to  offset  the 
projected  $66.2  million  deficit.  Accruing  revenues  will  not  help  the 
state's    cashflow    difficulties. 

Cash  Balances.  ..Based  on  OBPP's  revised  revenue  and  expenditure 
estimates,  DofA  has  prepared  revised  general  fund  cashflow  projections  for 
the    1993    biennium.      These    projections    show: 

—DofA  will  need  to  borrow  $53.9  million  from  the  highways  account 
to  repay  the  fiscal  1992  Tax  and  Revenue  Anticipation  Notes 
(TRANS)  ($87.4  million  including  interest)  that  are  due  June  25, 
1992; 

—the  general  fund  will  have  a  $45.4  million  cash  deficit  at  the  end 
of  fiscal  1992.  (A  cash  balance  reflects  actual  cash  on  hand  in  an 
account.) 

—the    general    fund    will    have    a    cash    deficit    of    $91.0    million    in    July 

1992,  which    will    grow    to    a    $190.6    million    cash    deficit    in    March 

1993.  After  income  tax  and  other  revenues  are  received  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  cash  deficit  at  the  end  of  fiscal  1993 
will    be    $102.4   million. 

Gaps  Due  to  Outstanding  Loans. ..The  large  gap  between  fund  balance 
and  cash  balance  is  due  mainly  to  the  outstanding  loans  to  the  SEA  and 
other  accounts  from  the  general  fund.  DofA  projects  that  there  will  be 
a  $33.6  million  general  fund  loan  outstanding  to  the  SEA  at  the  end  of 
fiscal    1992    and    $47.7    million    at   the    end    of   fiscal    1993. 

DofA  Explores  Options. ..DofA  continues  to  explore  options  for  issuing 
TRANS  in  fiscal  1993  to  assist  with  this  serious  cashflow  problem.  It 
is  reviewing  available  cash  balances  in  other  state  accounts  that  could  be 
used  for  internal  borrowing.  It  is  continuing  to  explore  the  legality  of 
registering  general  fund  warrants  that  would  be  purchased  by  the  Board 
of    Investments    as    an    investment    of    the    coal    tax    trust    fund.    However, 
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DofA  has  not  yet  identified  sufficient  available  cash  to  repay  the  fiscal 
1993  TRANS  issue.  The  Board  of  Examiners  is  tentatively  scheduled  to 
meet    again    on   June    16   to    consider    a    revised    TRANS    issue. 

Earlier  Reports  Available.. .In  November  1991  and  January  1992,  the 
l.FA  staff  presented  reports  detailing  the  projected  cash  deficit  in  fiscal 
1993,  providing  background  on  TRANS  issues,  and  discussing  the  growing 
loans  to  the  SEA.  Copies  of  these  reports,  as  well  as  the  recent 
updates  on  the  current  budget  situation,  are  available  from  the  LFA  office 
(444-2986). 

June  Meeting.. .The  Legislative  Finance  Committee  will  meet  on  June 
23-24.  Part  of  this  meeting  will  be  held  jointly  with  the  Revenue 
Oversight  Committee  to  hear  reports  on  preliminary  projections  for  the 
1995  biennium  budget,  highway  funding,  and  general  fund  and  SEA 
cashflow    issues.

Committee  to  Meet  June  5. ..The  Committee  on  Postsecondary 
Education  Policy  and  Budget  will  meet  on  June  5  in  Room  104  of  the 
State  Capitol.  The  Committee  will  review  previous  studies  on  duplication 
of  programs  at  the  university  units.  It  will  also  discuss  the  Montana 
University  System's  recommendations  for  implementation  of  the 
Commitment   to   Quality    enrollment    limitations. 


INFORMATION    PROCESSING   TECHNOLOGY 
SUBCOMMITTEE 

Subcommittee  to  Meet  June  12... The  Information  Processing 
Technology  Subcommittee  will  meet  on  June  12  in  Room  104  of  the 
State  Capitol.  The  Subcommittee  will  hear  a  report  from  the  Information 
Services  Division,  Department  of  Administration,  on  its  role,  policy,  and 
goals.  The  Subcommittee  will  also  review  implementation  of  two  large 
computer  systems~the  Economic  Assistance  Management  System  (TEAMS) 
and  the  Computer-Assisted  Mass  Appraisal  System  (CAMAS).  At  the 
meeting,    the    Subcommittee    will    begin   to    formalize    its    recommendations. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL   QUALITY   COUNCIL 

Council  Meets  in  Big  Fork...The  Environmental  Quality  Council  (EQC) 
held  nneetings  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  May  14  and  15,  in  Big  Fork, 
Montana.  The  Council  toured  timber  harvest  and  lakeshore  sites  in  the 
area  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  conducted  Montana  Environmental 
Protection  Act  (MEPA)  training  for  Council  members  on  Thursday  evening. 
A    full    agenda    of   regular   Council    business    was    addressed    Friday. 

Energy  Policy  Study...The  EQC  received  a  brief  update  from  the  HJR 
31  subcommittee  on  the  status  of  the  energy  project.  The  EQC  and 
Northwest  Power  Planning  Council  have  received  a  draft  of  the  inventory 
of  energy  statutes  and  regulations  from  the  contractor.  The  energy  policy 
analysis  methodology  committee,  which  has  developed  a  fiscal  note  type 
of  approach  for  analyzing  and  comparing  energy-related  legislative 
proposals,  has  received  and  is  considering  comments  on  its  draft  proposal. 
The  EQC's  collaborative  residential  energy  efficiency  project,  the  goal  of 
which  is  to  develop  consensus  among  the  various  public  and  private 
stakeholders  on  a  state  residential  energy  efficiency  policy,  will  hold  Its 
first  meeting  in  June.  The  Council  also  heard  a  presentation  from  Pacific 
Corp.  on  how  it  incorporates  environmental  concerns  into  its  business 
decisions. 

Lakeshore  Development  Study... The  lakeshore  development  study  was 
a  focal  point  of  the  Council's  May  meeting.  The  Council  received 
extensive  public  comment  on  the  issue  of  noise  created  by  motorboats 
and,  as  a  result,  directed  staff  to  develop  options  for  expanding  the 
application  of  HB  833  which  currently  regulates  noise  on  three  northwest 
Montana  lakes.  The  Council  also  tentatively  endorsed  several  amendments 
to  the  lakeshore  statute,  including  expanding  the  width  of  the  lakeshore 
protection  zone  from  20  feet  to  50  feet  and  decriminalizing  the  penalty 
provisions  in  the  statute.  The  Council  also  decided  to  establish  a 
technical  committee  to  explore  options  for  water  quality  monitoring.  At 
its   July   meeting,   the   Council   will   continue   work  on   each    of  these   issues. 

Other  Issues. ..Also  at  the  May  meeting,  the  Council  discussed  the 
Solid/Hazardous  Waste  Regulatory  Overview  project,  the  State  Water  Plan, 
and   the    Environmental    Problems/Risk   Assessment    project. 

EQC  to  Meet  in  July... The  next  EQC  meeting  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  July  7  and  8  in  Room  108  of  the  Capitol. 
In  addition  to  the  issues  noted  above,  the  Council  will  also  address  the 
Environmental  Problems/Risk  Assessment  project,  state  water  quality 
nondegradation  policy,  and  radon  gas  issues.

WATER   POLICY   COMMITTEE 

Committee  Meets  in  May.. .The  Water  Policy  Committee  met  on  Friday, 
May  8,  1992,  in  Helena.  The  Committee  held  a  public  hearing  on  dam 
safety  issues  and  then  established  some  preliminary  recommendations. 
Reports  for  both  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife,  &  Parks  (DFWP) 
recreational  water  user  fees  study  and  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  &  Conservation  (DNRC)  diversionary  water  user  fees  study  were 
presented  for  review  and  discussion.  The  Committee  decided  to  notify 
the  public  that  the  reports  were  available  and  to  solicit  public  comment 
on    both    study    reports    for   the   June   meeting. 

Other  agenda  items  addressed  at  the  May  meeting  included  updates 
on  the  water  leasing  program,  activities  of  the  Drought  Advisory 
Committee,  Upper  Missouri  reservation  process,  Blackfeet  water  rights  and 
Fort  Peck  Compact  issues,  and  a  review  of  public  comment  on  the  State 
Water    Plan   Water   Quantity/Quality    Draft    Sections. 

Committee  to  Meet  June  26. ..The  next  Water  Policy  Committee 
meeting  is  tentatively  scheduled  for  9:00  a.m.,  Friday,  June  26,  1992, 
in    Room    104   of  the    State    Capitol. 

Dam  Safety... The  Committee  will  review  public  comment  from  the 
May  meeting  and  will  further  study  dam  owner  liability  issues.  The 
Committee's  "draft"  final  recommendations,  established  at  the  May 
meeting,  are  available  for  review.  The  Committee  will  finalize  the 
recommendations  and  approve  a  draft  study  report  after  a  last  round  of 
public   comment    in    the    fall. 

Geothermal  Resources. ..The  Committee  will  review  the  Geothermal 
Study  to  date  and  begin  formulating  preliminary  recommendations  for 
public   comment.

HOSPITAL 

Committee  Develops  Preliminary  Recommendations. . .Meeting  to  develop 
preliminary  recommendations  on  the  future  of  the  Galen  and  Warm 
Springs  campuses  of  the  Montana  State  Hospital,  the  Committee  on  the 
Montana  State  Hospital  took  the  following  actions  at  its  May  19  meeting 
with  Sen.  Nathe  excused  and  Rep.  Swysgood  and  Ms.  Jane  Edwards 
voting    by   proxy: 

•  voted  13  to  1  to  employ  two  peer  reviewers.  Dr.  Brice  Addison 
of  Great  Falls  and  Dr.  Henry  Busey  of  Missoula,  to  conduct  a 
peer    review    of   admissions   to   the    acute    hospital    at   Galen. 

•  vote  unanimously  that  the  peer  review  be  conducted  in  3  days 
or   less    and    for   no   more   than    $80    per   hour. 

•  voted  9  to  5  to  close  the  nursing  home  at  Galen.  (Sen.  Lynch 
requested    a    minority    report    be    prepared    for   the    record.) 

•  voted  unanimously  to  endorse  community  screening  prior  to  an 
individual's  commitment  to  the  state's  chemical  dependency 
program,  similar  to  the  screening  required  in  the  mental  health 
system. 

Committee  Discusses  Future  of  Galen  Campus... Committee  members 
also     discussed     potential     future     uses     of     the     Galen     campus.  More 

information  was  requested  on  AIDS,  Tuberculosis,  out-of-state  disturbed 
children  and  youth,  the  treatment  of  Alzheimer's  patients  in  nursing 
homes,    and    severely    head-injured    patients. 

Committee  to  Review  Infrastructure  Study... The  Committee  also 
requested  to  review  the  findings  of  the  Galen  and  Warm  Springs 
infrastructure  study  being  contracted  through  the  Architecture  & 
Engineering  Division  of  the  Department  of  Administration.  This  study  is 
to   be   completed    by  August   1    and   a   report  finalized    by  early   September. 

To  Meet  Again  in  August. ..The  requested  information  will  be  presented 
to  the  Committee  at  its  next  meeting,  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  August  18, 
1992,  in  Room  104  of  the  State  Capitol  in  Helena.  Following  the 
presentations,     the    Committee     will    resume     executive     action     to    develop 
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recommendations.       The    Committee's    recommendations    will    be   finalized    in 
late    September    following    a    public   hearing. 


SUBCOMMITTEE   ON    PUBLIC   EMPLOYEE 
RETIREMENT   SYSTEMS 

Subcommittee  Recommends  Creation  of  Permanent  Retirement 
Committee. ..At  its  meeting  on  May  11  to  discuss  the  structure  and 
authority  of  a  permanent  retirement  committee,  the  Subcommittee  on 
Public   Employee    Retirement    Systems    voted   to    recommend: 

•  the  designation  of  a  standing  committee  as  a  retirement 
committee  to  initially  handle  all  retirement  legislation  introduced 
during   a    legislative    session;    and 

•  the  creation  of  a  politically  balanced  permanent  statutory 
committee.  The  committee  would  be  composed  of  4  house 
members  and  4  senate  members  with  representation  from  House 
Appropriations  and  Senate  Finance  and  Claims.  This  committee 
would  review,  prior  to  a  legislative  session,  proposals  affecting 
any  of  the  retirement  systems  and  would  issue  a  report  on  the 
proposal's  fiscal  and  policy  implications.  The  committee's  report 
and  recommendations  would  accompany  the  proposal  through  the 
legislative  process  if  the  proposal  is  introduced  as  a  bill  during 
a   legislative    session. 

Committee  Looks  at  COLAs...ln  addition  to  its  action  on  the  creation 
of  a  permanent  retirement  committee,  the  Subcommittee  voted  to  contract 
with  Mr.  Alton  Hendrickson  for  a  second  study  on  cost-of-living 
adjustments  for  retirees.  For  a  sum  of  $2,500,  Mr.  Hendrickson  agreed 
to  study  the  cost  of  annual  straight  percentage  increases  of  1%,  2%, 
3%,  4%,  and  5%  as  well  as  a  COLA  based  on  the  Urban  Consumer 
Price  Index  with  a  5%  cap.  He  will  also  explore  the  cost  of  providing 
the   COLAs   with   a    2-year   waiting    period   or   at   age   62   or   65. 

Subcommittee  Will  Meet  in  August.. .The  Subcommittee  will  meet  again 
at  9  a.m.  on  Monday,  August  3,  1992,  in  Room  104  of  the  State 
Capitol  in  Helena  to  review  Mr.  Hendrickson's  findings  on  a  flat  dollar 
COLA  and  the  straight  percentage  COLAs.  The  Subcommittee  will  also 
finalize  a  bill  draft  creating  a  permanent  retirement  committee.  Whether 
or  not  the  Subcommittee  will  have  another  meeting  after  the  August  3 
meeting    will   also    be    decided.

LEGISLATIVE   AUDIT   COMMITTEE 

Audit  Committee  Meets. ..The  Legislative  Audit  Committee  met  May 
22,  1992,  in  Room  104  of  the  Capitol  Building.  The  following  reports 
were    presented: 

Financial-Compliance   Audits 

Department    of    State    Lands 

The  financial-compliance  audit  of  the  Department  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  ending  June  30,  1991,  contains  an  unqualified  opinion  on  the 
financial  schedules  and  8  recommendations.  The  recommendations 
address  management  controls  over  cash  receipts  and  Abandoned  Mine 
Bureau  contracts;  compliance  with  state  laws  governing  spending  non- 
General  Fund  money  first,  appropriations,  and  performance  appraisals; 
and  accounting  issues  related  to  the  Schedule  of  Federal  Financial 
Assistance,    sale   of   documents,    and    expenditure   classifications. 

Department    of   Agriculture 

A  financial-compliance  audit  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was 
performed  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1991.  The  audit 
resulted  in  a  qualified  opinion  on  the  Department's  financial  schedules 
prepared  from  SBAS.  The  report  contains  four  recommendations 
addressing  the  Department's  compliance  with  state  laws  and 
regulations  concerning  the  collection  of  fees,  the  proper  accounting  for 
equipment,  and  the  proper  recording  of  hail  insurance  program 
transactions. 

Northern    Montana    College 

A  financial-compliance  audit  of  Northern  Montana  College  was 
performed  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1991.  The 
report  contains  nine  recommendations  to  the  college.  Major  issues 
addressed  are  improving  budgetary  control  procedures;  complying  with 
state  budget  requirements;  complying  with  federal  matching, 
allowability,  and  reporting  requirements;  improving  equipment 
accountability;  and  complying  with  state  laws  regarding  right  of 
privacy    for   students. 

An  unqualified  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  for  the  audit  period 
was  issued.  The  unqualified  opinion  includes  supplementary  schedules 
for  the  Series  A  1987  Auxiliary  Facilities  and  Student  Building  Fees 
Revenue  Bonds  and  the  Series  C  1986  Northern  Montana  College 
Equipment    Financing    Pledged    Revenue    Bonds. 

University   of   Montana 

The    financial-compliance    audit    of    the    University    of    Montana    for    the 

two       fiscal        years        ending       June       30,        1991,        contains       ten 
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recommendations.  Major  issues  discussed  in  the  report  are:  1) 
charging  employee  leave  benefits  to  federal  projects;  2)  accounting  for 
equipment  purchase  for  federal  projects;  3)  accounting  for  operating 
and  equipment  expenditures  used  to  match  federal  projects;  4) 
ensuring  gifts  and  donations  to  the  university  are  recorded  on  the 
university's  accounting  records;  and  5)  complying  with  the 
requirements    of   the    state's    general    appropriations    act. 

Montana    State    University 

The  Montana  State  University  financial-compliance  audit  report,  issued 
in  May  1992,  covered  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1991. 
This  report  contains  12  recommendations  to  the  university  and  one 
disclosure  issue.  The  recommendations  include  issues  relating  to 
improper  transfer  of  donations  to  the  university's  foundation,  lack  of 
a  system  to  monitor  license  and  patent  revenue,  and  compliance  with 
federal  regulations.  An  unqualified  opinion  on  the  university's  financial 
statements    was    Issued. 


Performance   Audit 

Department    of   Administration   -   Bid    Specifications 

This  limited  scope  performance  audit  presents  information  on  how  the 
Department  of  Administration  (Purchasing  Bureau)  could  improve  the 
process  for  establishing  bid  specifications.  Bid  specifications  are  used 
to  describe  the  major  features  of  a  product  or  service  the  state 
wishes     to     purchase     through     the     bidding     process.  The     report 

discusses  three  areas  where  the  Purchasing  Bureau  could  improve  the 
process  for  establishing  bid  specifications.  These  areas  include 
Improving  brand-name-or-equal-specifications,  communications,  and 
training.  The      report      notes      few      problems      with      specifications 

established  by  the  Bureau.  However,  the  report  also  indicates  that 
if  the  Bureau  follows  the  suggestions  made  in  the  report,  the  bid 
specification    process    could    be   further    improved. 


Will     Meet     in     June. ..The     next     meeting     of     the     Legislative     Audit 
Committee    is   tentatively    scheduled    to    be    held   June    25,    1992. 


REVENUE   OVERSIGHT   COMMITTEE 

Panelists  Present  Views  on  a  "Good"  Tax  Structure.. .The  Revenue 
Oversight  Committee  met  May  14  and  15,  1992.  The  first  day  was 
devoted  to  a  public  forum  on  Montana's  tax  structure.  Nine  panelists 
presented   their   views   on   tax   reform.      There   was   consensus   that   changes 
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need  to  be  made  to  Montana's  tax  structure,  but  there  was  no  general 
agreement    on    what   those    changes    should    be. 

Stan  Nicholson,  an  economist  from  Seeley  Lake,  led  off  the  discussion 
by  describing  the  fiscal  crisis  facing  Montana.  He  said  that  the  state 
has  run  out  of  "band-aid"  solutions  and  that  long-term  reforms  are 
needed.  He     emphasized,     however,     that     the     best     way     to     achieve 

significant  tax  reform  is  through  community  education.  Citizen  approval 
of   any   tax    reform    package    is    essential. 

Ray  Young,  an  accountant  from  Great  Falls  and  chairman  of  a  tax 
study  group,  said  that  while  property  taxes  are  the  largest  source  of 
revenue  in  the  state,  they  are  the  least  fair  form  of  taxation.  Montana 
should  consider  all  tax  sources,  including  a  sales  tax,  to  ensure  equitable 
and  efficient  tax  reform.  He  pointed  out  that  the  negative  aspects  of 
one   tax    may    be   offset    by   the    positive    features    of   another. 

Wes  Higgins  of  Kalispell,  chairman  of  the  petition  drive  for  the 
constitutional  amendment  to  limit  government  spending  (CI-  65),  said  the 
problem  is  not  a  lack  of  revenue,  but  too  much  spending  by  government. 
According  to  Higgins,  real  reform  must  begin  with  spending  limitations. 
He    described    Montana    taxes    as    too    high    and    unfair. 

Three  panelists  agreed  that  the  ability  to  pay  is  the  most  important 
element  of  a  good  tax  system  and  that  a  sales  tax  is  not  the  solution 
for  Montana's  fiscal  problems.  George  Paul,  executive  director  of  the 
Montana  Farmers  Union,  concluded  that  tax  cuts  targeted  for  business 
have  not  attracted  new  industry  to  the  state  or  encouraged  existing 
businesses  to  expand.  He  agreed  with  Nicholson  that  citizen  involvement 
is  critical.  Don  Judge,  executive  secretary  of  the  Montana  AFL-CIO, 
added  that  the  tax  cuts  for  business  have  shifted  the  tax  burden  to 
individuals.  He  advocated  reinstating  a  limited  business  inventory  property 
tax  and  reimposing  net  and  gross  proceeds  taxes  on  oil,  natural  gas,  and 
coal  production  in  lieu  of  the  current  flat  taxes.  Ann  Prunuske,  executive 
director  of  Montana  Alliance  for  Progressive  Policy,  emphasized  that  ability 
to  pay  is  the  most  important  criteria  in  evaluating  a  tax  system. 
Violation  of  this  criteria  can  lead  to  taxpayer  revolt  as  evidenced  by  voter 
approval  of  the  property  tax  freeze  and  retiree  opposition  to  income  taxes 
on    pensions. 

Mark  Partridge,  economics  professor  at  the  University  of  Montana, 
said  that  tax  policies  have  no  clear  relationship  to  economic  development 
within  a  state.  He  pointed  out  that  conflicting  results  of  studies  on  the 
importance  of  tax  policies  on  economic  growth  are  due  to  flawed 
methodologies.  Most  studies  ignore  the  relationship  of  taxation  with 
expenditure  patterns.  In  addition,  economic  factors,  such  as  access  to 
markets,    may    be    more    important    to    a    state's    economic    strength. 

Dan  Bucks,  former  deputy  director  of  the  Montana  Department  of 
Revenue  and  current  executive  director  of  the  Multistate  Tax  Commission, 
observed  that  many  of  the  arguments,  especially  dealing  with  the  sales 
tax,  have  been  expressed  in  the  past.  He  said  that  Montana  should 
refocus     its     thinking     and     explore     other     options     for     tax     reform.         In 
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particular,  he  suggested  that  the  state  look  into  an  income-based  value 
added  tax  (VAT)  as  one  way  of  expanding  the  debate.  Although  the 
VAT  may  include  regressive  elements,  it  may  be  a  better  method  of 
taxing    business    activity. 

Charles  Walk,  executive  director  of  the  Montana  New^spaper 
Association,  viewed  the  issue  from  a  different  perspective.  He  described 
public  sentiment  about  state  tax  policy  as  derived  from  letters-to-the-editor 
submitted  to  newspapers  around  the  state.  He  said  the  vast  majority  of 
comments  deal  with  the  pros  and  cons  of  a  sales  tax.  While  the 
number  of  letters  opposing  a  sales  tax  is  greater  than  the  number 
supporting,  the  gap  is  narrowing.  Opponents  often  express  frustration 
that  the  issue  is  still  being  debated.  Proponents  express  frustration  that 
something    must   be   done   to    get   the   state    out   of   Its    fiscal    crisis. 

Committee  Recommends  Moratorium  on  Liquor  Store  Rebldding...The 
Revenue  Oversight  Committee  met  on  May  15  to  conduct  its  regular 
business.  Several  agency  liquor  store  operators  appeared  before  the 
Committee  to  complain  about  the  Department  of  Revenue's  policy 
regarding  the  rebidding  of  agency  store  contracts.  In  particular,  they 
claimed  the  Department  had  reneged  on  agreements  to  extend  agency 
contracts.  The  Department  responded  that  the  Montana  Procurement  Act 
(Title  18,  chapter  4,  MCA)  prohibited  the  Department  from  allowing 
agency  contracts  to  run  for  more  than  3  years.  The  Committee  was  not 
convinced  that  Title  18  applied  to  agency  store  contracts.  As  a  result, 
Sen.  Towe  moved  that  the  Committee  recommend  to  the  Department  that 
it  suspend  all  current  bidding  on  agency  contracts  (except  in  the  case 
where  an  agent  cannot  operate  a  store)  until  the  Legislature  can  address 
the  issue  in  the  next  session.  In  addition.  Sen.  Van  Valkenburg  moved 
that  the  Department  seek  an  Attorney  General's  opinion  on  whether  the 
Montana  Procurement  Act  applies  to  the  awarding  of  agency  contracts. 
Both    motions   carried    unanimously. 

Revenue  Outlook  Grim... Terry  Johnson,  Office  of  Legislative  Fiscal 
Analyst,  told  the  Committee  that  general  fund  and  school  equalization 
collections  will  be  $25.3  million  less  than  the  estimates  contained  in  HJR 
1  of  the  January  1992  Special  Session.  Individual  income  tax  collections 
may  be  $19.8  million  lower  than  anticipated.  Investment  earnings  and 
oil-related  revenue  will  also  come  in  lower  than  expected.  In  addition, 
Johnson  reported  there  will  be  insufficient  cash  in  the  general  fund  to 
repay   the   tax    revenue    anticipation    notes    issued    last    November. 

Other  Business. ..As  part  of  the  study  on  the  taxation  of  retirement 
income,  Sheri  Heffelfinger,  Legislative  Council,  presented  a  report 
comparing  the  various  retirement  systems  in  the  state.  Jeff  Martin, 
Committee  staff,  presented  a  survey  of  selected  states'  responses  to 
Davis  V.  Michigan.  The  report  showed  that  some  states  extended  the 
full   exclusion   of   retirement   income  to   federal    retirees,    while  others   limited 
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the  exclusion  for  state  and  local  retirees  to  the  amount  allowed  federal 
retirees.  Some  states  eliminated  the  retirement  exclusion,  while  others 
equalized  the  taxation  of  all  retirement  income.  A  few  states  that 
reduced  or  eliminated  the  full  exclusion  increased  state  and  local 
retirement    benefits    to   offset    the    Increase    in   tax    liability. 

The  Committee  directed  staff  to  explore  legislative  alternatives  to 
correct  inconsistencies  in  the  proration  of  interstate  motor  vehicle  fleet 
taxes. 

Joint  Meeting  with  Finance  Committee. ..The  Committee  will  meet 
jointly  with  the  Legislative  Finance  Committee  on  June  23  to  hear 
Legislative  Fiscal  Analyst  staff  reports  on  preliminary  budget  projections  for 
the    1995   biennium,   highways  funding,   and   general   fund   cash   flow   issues. 

July  Meeting  Rescheduled. ..The  Committee  will  meet  July  20,  1992, 
rather   than    July    10   as    previously   scheduled.
